mer bere) and moſt Inbumanely and Barbarouſly uſed in a 
moſt ſad and miſerable manner, being tranſported from one 
Priſon and Dungeon to another four bundred Miles over 
Land, and baving no Means left to procure their Relief, 
and moft of them being in a Starving Condition, and there- 
fore humbly Supplicating to the effef after-mentioned, T he 
aids Lords of Privy Council, Do bereby grant Warrant for 
a voluntar Contribution within the Town of Edinburgh, 
and Suburbs thereof, in order 10 their Subſtance while in 
Priſon, and if poſſible, their Releaſement 3 And ths ſaids 
Lords do ſeriouſly Recommend to the ſeveral Miniſters in 
Cburches and Meeting-bouſes, to make Intimation thereof ; 
and they appoint Captain Edward Burd of Foord to be Col- 
lefor, who bas found Caution to employ and make forth-com- 
ing what ſhall be jo ColleFFed to the effe& foreſaid. Ex-
